The Toronto Olobe says: — Biol contin- 
ues to figure vary lemarkedly in Manito- 
ba.

The following is taken fi'oni an Ameri- 
can exchange.

At the 
close of the address for the piisuiiers tho 
Attorney General rose to ri.'ply, and his 
speech was full of biLter irony against the 
prisoners. Ho .said: "Thi blackguards 
who have abetted them aro the penuy-a 
liners," and closed by opposing the aj)' 
plication for bail. The counsel was evi- 
dently under the inlluuuceof liquor, and 
indulged in coarse aud vulgar iiu ectivo 
against everything American' including 
tho Courts, which ho alleged were iiillu- 
onced by bribes, and threr.tened tho 
Judge with piiulio vengeance if ho dared 
toailinit tlie prisoners to bail. The Judge 
said he would not allow counsel to threat- 
en him. The attorney said: "It is your 
duty to refuse bail, and you dare not do 
otherwise." The Judge .said: "I shall do 
as I think proper, witlioiit dictation from 
you." Counsel: "t)f eour.se you will; 
but I still don't think you daro do this." 
Tho Judge hero interruiited counsel and 
told him he was bringing contempt on 
tho Court. Even this did not check tho 
counsel. Mr. lloyal, attorney fur the ] 
prisoners, attempted to reply, but was 
stopped. The Atloriioy (luiioral urged 
upon tho Court that granting, bail was 
only putting a price upon the crime of 
kidnapping. This argument closed the 
proceedings, and the Judge was driven 
home. 

The Fort Garry Court thus far has taken 
no notice of the apijlication by the Attor- 
ney-General for an attachineiit against 
Mr Taylor. U. S Consul, for contempt of 
court. The evidence for the pro.socutiou 
was ull submitted on T'lesdiiy, and the 
Attorney-Geueral rested his ci'se. The 
Counsel for the prisoners. Mr. McKenzie, 
claimed tho right to introduce evidence 
for tho defence, and argued tho point at 
lougth, Tho Attorney-General opposed 
tho application in a vainglorious 
speech, wherein ho denounced the press 
over the lino and accused the newspaiiers 
of malignity. Mr. MaKenzie desired to 
put Mayor Brackett on tho stand aud to 
prove authority, when Gordon was arrest- 
ed. Tho Court riiled such testimony in- 
udniissilile, but consented to hear any 
statement that the accused might desiic 
to submit in their behalf. Tins was ob- 
jected to by the Attorney-General, but 
tho Court decided to heiir the statements. 
It is generally uiiderstood that tho Attor- 
ney-General intends the whole thing for 
buncombe, but he nxplicitly stated he 
had requested tho Canadian Government 
to ajiply to the Washington authorities 
for Taylor's removal. It seems evident 
that Clark blunilored in this insult to tiie 
Consul on Saturday, tho day when the 
card was published. Tho l'2th was cele- 
brated by Orrangemon in a crovo, five 
miles west of Fort Garry. Gordon was 
on the stand deooratoil with orange badges 
and oornish, One of his lawyers made a 
violent speech denouncing not o'lly the 
prisoners but all Americans.
